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FEATURE ARTICLE - Can You Read Code ??? 


I recently was browsing through my latest auction catalog from Stacks & Bowers Galleries and was enjoying the 
pictures and write ups of many of the coins listed. I have subscriptions from several major auction houses and 
my bookshelves are packed with over 950 past catalogues. I enjoy reading and admiring in particular extremely 
rare coins that I will never be able to afford but beyond that many of the catalogues are reference works them¬ 
selves. The research involved and stories and history contained in these catalogues is a veritable storehouse of 
knowledge. Then I observed that common abbreviations, at least to me, may to some of you be almost cryptic 
and seem like code to the novice. Below I have included verbatim some of the description leads for the lots listed 
in the upcoming auction to be held by Stacks & Bowers. Can you identify the coin described and better yet un¬ 
derstand the various descriptions? The answers can be found below. Doug Nyholm

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Low Grade Coins- Rare & Popular—What Would You Pay? 


Pictured here are two of the rar¬ 
est half dollars which are on vir¬ 
tually every collectors wish list. 
The 1797 is also one of the rar¬ 
est silver type coins and the Red 
Book pricing begins with an 
About Good-3 condition coin at 
$23,000. In a middle grade 
Fine condition the price rises to 
$52,000. The second coin 
shown is equally as rare being 
the 1878-S Seated Half dollar in 
Fair-2 condition. The Red 
Books listings began with a 
Good-4 example at $30,000 es¬ 
calating to $50,000 in Fine. 

Now the question with these 
coins as well as many other 
scarcities in ultra low grade, is, 
“what would you pay to fill this 
hole in your set,” or “would you 
even consider purchasing such a 
coin?” Most of us who collect 
sets have that unrelenting desire 
to fill every hole and it seems 
that virtually every set has one 
or two coins which seem forev¬ 
er out of our reach. But coins 
like this may just fill that hole at 


a cost level we could possibly afford. Then again would one of 
these coins, if purchased, appear to be a ‘deer in headlights’ com¬ 
pared to the rest of our hard searched set assembled in middle 
grade which otherwise appears to be a very attractive set? Just 
some thoughts. Right now the 1797 has a pre-auction bid of 
$5,000 which will certainly go higher while the 1878-S should 
cross the block next week probably in excess of $10,000. What 
do you think? Are they worth it?

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COUNTERFEIT CORNER - Replicas / Reproductions / Plated 


In todays market there are many ‘so-called’ numismatic items available from multiple internet 
sources that to many people appear to be potentially valuable. These include colorized coins, repli¬ 
cas, reproductions and private mint copies. An individual has the right and opportunity to collect 
anything they wish and to some many of these items are beautiful and historic but.... Make sure 
you know what your purchasing and are aware that the vast majority of these items will never in¬ 
crease in value. Many purchasers of these items are far from being actual collectors and can easi¬ 
ly be duped by the advertising into thinking that their purchases are an investment. Yes, there are 
exceptions to this however they are few and far between. Generally the advertising attempts to 
make one think that value and investment potential to increase their monetary outlay is always 
present. I have personally met with people who have had boxes of this material filling their living 
rooms thinking they are ready to cash out and have a bonanza of profit whereas most of their ac¬ 
quisitions are hardly worth face value or less than 10 cents on each dollar they spent. Advertising 
is so deceitful that it is many times couched in subtle miss-truths. There are 31 grams of gold in 
an ounce so they advertise that their coin is layered in 31 milligrams (see the comparison, 31 
grams vs. 31 milligrams—l/1000th the amount of gold) of 24 karat gold. The plated coins in ei¬ 
ther gold or platinum have so little precious metal on them that it would cost 100 times the value 
of the metal to extract it. Many uninformed consumers actually believe they are purchasing true 
gold coins. So, if you collect or like this material just be advised that you probably will never be

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BOOK REVIEW - OBSOLETE PAPER MONEY VOL 1 & 2 


I just received my latest books 
authored by Q. David Bowers, 
namely the first two volumes 
of ‘Obsolete Paper Money.' It 
is simply amazing the number 
of books proliferating from the 
desk by this amazing author. 

If you subscribe at any level to 
the adage of ‘Read the book 
before you buy the coin’ Mr. 
Bowers has done more for the 
numismatic hobby in my life¬ 
time than virtually any other 
collector, numismatist, or rep¬ 
resentative supporting our 
wonderful hobby. These latest 
two books, Volumes 1 and 2 
are the first in an undertaking 
that most collectors would 
find monumental. This is the 
beginning of a complete up¬ 
grade to the 4-volume obso¬ 
lete currency books written by 
James A. Haxby back in 1988. 
To imagine any undertaking 
which plans to document vir¬ 
tually all known broken banks 
and their currency is some¬ 
thing that every collector of 
these fascinating notes can 
be very thankful for. Even the 
old Haxby work which has 
been used extensively by col¬ 
lectors as a major work, this 
encyclopedia is expected to 


include thousands, if not tens of 
thousands of previously undocu¬ 
mented obsolete notes. Prior to 
this, the best source of infor¬ 
mation other than Haxby is a col¬ 
lection of old auction catalogues 
or the available archives of the 
representative auction compa¬ 
nies. 

Volume 1 is entitled ‘An Introduc¬ 
tion for Collectors and Historians.’ 
This book would make a welcome 
addition to any library even if you 
only seldom encounter an obso¬ 
lete note. It covers the basics of 
both, the notes, their history, and 
how to enjoy and collect them. 
There is a large section of Vi¬ 
gnettes and Ornaments utilized 
on these notes, a chapter regard¬ 
ing Counterfeit, Spurious, and Al¬ 
tered notes, a section about 
Notes issued by each state and 
much much more. 

The Second volume begins the 
documentation of notes and co¬ 
vers New England/Part 1: Con¬ 
necticut, Maine and New Hamp¬ 
shire. One very interesting item 
that Mr. Bowers included is each 
city with issuing banks has a short 
historical story about the city itself 
and additionally for most banks 
issuing currency in the city men¬ 


tioned is more information re¬ 
garding the bank itself, includ¬ 
ed are dates, officers, and a 
brief history. Finally, after the 
bank History is a “Numismatic 
Commentary.” As you can im¬ 
agine that a book of well over 
700 pages and knowing the 
writing style of Mr. Bowers 
there is much more information 
and just examining Volume 2 is 
good read for a large number of 
afternoons and evenings. 

It is unclear exactly how many 
volumes this encyclopedia will 
comprise when complete or 
how many years it will take to 
accomplish the task of writing, 
but for sure it will take a signifi¬ 
cant amount of shelf space on 
your bookcase. As with most 
modern books of this magni¬ 
tude, both volumes are profuse¬ 
ly illustrated in full color and 
printed on high quality glossy 
paper. Volume 1 consists of 
280 pages while volume 2 is a 
massive 736 pages. Both are 
available from Whitman for $39 
each which is a bargain for 
books of this quality not to 
mention the amount of man¬ 
hours and research which went 
into these books and their pub¬ 
lication of these books. My par¬ 
ticular books each came with 
numbered bookplates indicat¬ 
ing that the first printing is 100 
copies, I'm sure there will be 
additional printings so hopefully 
these books will be available 
for everyone interested.

A GRADING PERSPEC¬ 

TIVE: 

As you read last month’s article 
on grading, you might have 
thought that I had lost my mind 
when I suggested that you 
reevaluate your numismatic item 
in your controlled environment 
before taking it out of its protec¬ 
tive 
hold¬ 
er, 
am 
how¬ 
ever, 
con¬ 
vinced 
that it 
is an 
abso¬ 
lute necessity for each and every 
acquisition we make so we can 
fine tune our evaluation skills. 
Rarely, if ever, will the environ¬ 
ments where you acquire your 
items be exactly the same be¬ 
cause you have little or no con¬ 
trol over how comfortable the 
setting is, the availability of ide¬ 
al lighting, or the opportunity to 
examine the item outside of its 
protective holder. With respect 
to the holder, I focus on three 
areas. First, I try to determine 
how long the item has been in 
the holder. With age comes 
some degree of deterioration 
which may affect the clarity of 
the viewing area of the holder. 
Second, if staples have been 
used, are they flat with the sur¬ 
face of the holder. If not, I pay 


extra attention to the possibility of 
damage due to possible contact 
with raised staple areas. Lastly, I 
determine if the clear viewing area 
is free from dust, fingerprints, 
smudges, scratches, or anything 
which would prevent a careful ex¬ 
amination. The environment and 
the condition of the protective 
holder an item is in can affect the 


accuracy of an evaluation. Con¬ 
sistently recognizing, remember¬ 
ing, and considering the environ¬ 
mental characteristics of the places 
you normally acquire your items 
will enable you to effectively adapt 
your evaluation technique so that 
subsequent evaluation in your con¬ 
trolled environment doesn’t result 
in less than desired outcomes. 
And, as you might guess, the same 
applies to the condition of the pro¬ 
tective holder. A consistent and 
disciplined approach in your evalu¬ 
ation technique will result in more 
favorable evaluation results and a 
lot less disappointment. It has for 
me.

“The Dollar of 1804-The U.S. Mint’s Hidden Secret” 


2014 is shaping up to be a banner year for those of us who enjoy numismatic books and 
reading in general. Announced in a recent issue of Coin World was a new book written on 
a familiar subject, the 1804 dollar. There have been numerous books written on the King 
of American Coins but this book by Mark Ferguson appeared to pique my interest. There 
have been over the decades of collecting in this country much speculation and controversy 
regarding the 1804 dollar. Were there any actually minted in 1804, we know now that 
there weren't but that was not always the case. When then were they minted? What were 
the circumstances which let to their creation and then what about the restrikes which were 
created decades later. Mark Ferguson has delved deep into all of these subjects and ques¬ 
tions in his new book and although I have not finished reading it yet as I just received it a 
few days ago it has totally garnered my interest. Much of his research is centered around 

the famous Dexter specimen of the 1804 dollar 
and chapters in his book cover subjects such as 
the discovey of this famous silver dollar, corre¬ 
spondence regarding it during the 19th century, 
legal trials regarding it, and much more. 

The book is paperback in a 9x6 inch format and 
consists of over 290 pages. It is published in 
black and white format with an 8 page center sec¬ 
tion in color. It is not a picture book although 
there are a number of interesting illustrations and 
tables within. It should make fascinating reading 
to anyone interested in numismatic mysteries, and 
of course, the history of one of the most, if not 
thee most famous coin in American history. 

Cost is only $29 including free shipping for a time 
directly from the author. Give it a shot, I think 
you will find this a very interesting read.

any of us read each week various numismatic related pub¬ 
lications. Whether it is the weekly Coin World, Numismatic News, or 
monthly publications like Coins or Coinage we are inundated with ads 
for all kinds of coins. There are also many articles featuring fantastic rarities and million dollar 
coins. We are fortunate to have so much information at our fingertips however I remember life as a 
10 year old and beginning to collect coins in the early 60’s and it was much different than the multi¬ 
million dollar business numismatics is today. I would go to the local drug store which had a small 
counter of various coins, mostly in quite well worn condition, and stretch my allowance to purchase 
that Indian Head penny, Barber dime for my type set, or that elusive mint marked Lincoln cent in the 
teens. All usually sold for less than a dollar and it was an exciting hobby even back then. Nobody 
commented about any of my coins which were well worn, stating that they were worthless or not 
much more than a piece of junk, they were simply interesting. One didn’t have to be wealthy to put 
together a set of Lincoln cents, even a kid mowing lawns and on a meager allowance could accom¬ 
plish it. Yes of course there was always that 1909-SVDB which seemed completely out of reach but I 
just pulled my 1961 Red Book off my bookshelf and the 1909-SVDB in Good condition was listed at 
$40! Maybe a lot of money for a teenager in the early 60’s but certainly not an impossible rarity. 
And so what if you bought in and it was barely in Good condition, that hole in your album was now 
filled and boy were you happy. How things have changed, but have they really changed that much 
that that excitement and fun is no longer there? Yeah, that 1909-SVDB in the current Red Book lists 
in Good for $750 and I believe that even considering inflation a 10 year old today would find the ac¬ 
quisition of such a coin more difficult than in 1961. Additionally there are slabs, major auctions, 
high powered dealers with 2+ page ads who advertise a plethora of coins which are beyond the 
means of a beginning collector let alone many of us adults. We have been told to buy the best you 
can afford and many of us take that to mean certified MS-63 or better when in reality one can enjoy a 
great deal of satisfaction by still filling holes with lesser graded coins. I have said many times that 
coin collecting is one of the greatest hobbies in the world to reduce stress, live longer, and be happy. 
Just remember the last time you laid your collection out in front of you on your dining room table, 
while your were admiring your accomplishments, thinking about what coins you just acquired, or 
which ones you would like to purchase at the next show, were you thinking about politics, the state of 
the world, or the mess our economy is in? Were you thinking about that report you had to write or the 
engine problem you heard while driving to the store last night, I bet not. See what I mean about 
stress, coin collecting is the worlds greatest reliever of stress and with less stress you may very well 
live longer. And who cares if you can’t afford than 1909-SVDB cent in PCGS MS-64 RB? Or if you will 
never have that 1916 Standing Liberty quarter to complete your set. (Yep, that’s the one I need too) 
Enjoy the hobby to the fullest, attend local shows and coin club meetings and make new friends while 
talking about coins, your collection, and interests, and learn about them and their interests all the 
while learning about history and just having a great time. Yes, we are involved in the greatest hobby 
on earth and I for one am thoroughly enjoying it. Just my thoughts today.
